The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The main technical feature of Group I is that the 
heights of a retaining piece body and of a first and second arm sections satisfy the conditional 
expression of (Hl-H2)/2<(Dw-W)/2, where HI is the height of the retaining piece body, in the 
direction perpendicular to the axial direction of a roller; H2 the height of the first and second arm 
section in the direction perpendicular to the axial direction of the roller; W the width of a first 
and a second guide groove in the direction perpendicular to the axial direction of the roller; and 
Dw the diameter of the roller. The main technical feature of Group II is that the height of a first 
and a second arm section satisfies the conditional expression of 0.2 <H2/Dw<0.5, where H2 is 
the height of a the first and second arm sections, in the direction perpendicular to the axial 
direction of a roller, and Dw the diameter of the roller. The main technical feature of Group III 
is that the lengths of a first and a second arm section are set so that both end section of each of 
the first and second arm sections are positioned at the outside of a circle that has a center at the 
central section of the retaining piece body and whose diameter is H3, where H3 is the distance 
between the outer surface of the first arm and the outer surface of the second arm. The main 
technical feature of Group IV is that the plural kinds of retaining pieces having different 
minimum thicknesses are interposed between individual rollers and distinguishing marks for 
distinguishing the kinds are provided on each of the retaining pieces.
